Dasseux et al does not remedy the deficiencies of Shackelford and Lebherz. Indeed, 
Dasseux teaches away from natural material by emphasizing the benefits of specific synthetic 
peptides over natural proteins. The Dasseux' sequences of small non-natural peptides are not 
related to the natural non-human compounds of the instant invention. 2 Neither of citation 
alone or in combination teaches or suggests a purified non-human animal ApoA-I 
protein/lipid complex and a pharmaceutical composition comprising such complex as claimed 
in the instant invention, and thus does not render the instant invention obvious. Accordingly, 
it is respectfully requested that the rejection be withdrawn. 

CONCLUSION 

Applicants submit that Claims 16-21 and 39-68 satisfy all the criteria for patentability 
and are in condition for allowance. An early indication of the same is therefore kindly 
solicited.
